: CARNEGIE FOUNDATION SHOULD INVESTIGATE : 


ASPECT TO CAULIFLOWER 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER. 
New York, February 14.—Certain developments of a sinister aspect 
have takenplace recently in the heavyweight department of the prize 


fight industry which would seem to 


merit the attention of the Carnegie 


Foundation, which is a great hand to investigate sinister aspects. 


Advice is to hand that the current 
story concerning the condition of Mr. 
Jack Dempsy’s eyes was invented and 
disseminated by James J. Johnston, 
manager of 10 per cent of Jack Shar- 
key for the sole purpose of bolstering 
Mr. Sharkey’s courage. It appears 
that Mr. Sharkey, having made sev- 
eral hundred thousand. dollars al- 
ready, wished to retire from pugilism 
because he was afraid that even if he 
should come through the current elim- 
inating contests without being elemi 

nated unduly he would thn be asked 
to fight Mr. Dempsey again before be- 
ing allowed to fight Gene Tunney. 
Remembering how roughly Ma Demp- 
sey had worked on his .niddle that 
night last July. Mr. Sharkey was in 
such a state of mind that only the to- 
tal withdrawal of Mr. Dempsey would 
reassure him. 

Naturally, Mr. Johnston did not 
wish to see his 10 per cent of Mr. 
Sharkey retire, so he bethought him- 
self of a small item which he had seen 
in some newspaper stating that Mr. 
Dempsey had had himself tailored for 
a set of spectacles for use in reading 
the captions on the pictures in the 
books in his library.

Jaffee, New York, Receives 
Crown of Champion 
of Skaters. 


St. Moritz, Switzerland, Februarr 
14.—(#)—A day of bickering and dis- 
pute ended tonight with the crown- 
ing of the United States’ first cham- 
pion of the 1928 Olympie games. 

That honor fell to Irving Jaffee, of 
New York, who was officially recoz- 
nized as 10,000 meters speed skating 
champion by the executive commission 
of the international Olympie com- 
mittee. 

The commission’s action came aft- 
er Augustus T. Kirby, official repre- 
sentative of the United States, had 
protested cancellation of the race be- 
cause of the soggy condition of the ice 
at a time when six of the contestants 
already had completed their heats. 

The furore over the 10,000 meters 
event came after Clas Thunberg, of 
Finland, had captured the 1.500 me- 
ters race, the only other event on the 
skating program today.

New York, February 14.—Trading 
in stocks for the first three hours 
Was comparatively light with the price 
movement mixed, some stocks being 
liigher, some down. 

-In the late trading, however, when 
call money advanced to 4 1-2 per 
vent against the opening rate of 4 1-4 
per cent, the volume of business on the 


stock exchange increased with prices 
ileclining sharply. Trading was again 
quiet in the last hour. 

Early in the day Wall Street bank- 
ers predicted in private talks that 
higher rates for money were imme- 
diately ahead. These predictions were 
based on the weekly statement of 
44 member banks reporting to the 
federal reserve system. This state- 
ment showed a decline of $199,000,- 
B00 in net demand deposits and an in- 
crease of $42,000,000 in rediscounts.
